Four  grants  totaling  $125,995 
have  been  made  to  Brigham 
Young  University  to  conduct  in- 
stitutes in  physical  science,  Lane 
Compton,  assistant  professor  in 
physical  science,  announced  Fri- 
day. 

The  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion and  the  National  Science 
Foundation  made  the  grants, 
which  will  be  used  for  three 
schools  during  the  summer  of 
1959. 

Instructions  will  be  given  an 
expected  100  secondary  educa- 
tion teachers  on  radiation  biol- 
ogy, high  school  physics,  and 
junior  high  school  general  sci- 
ence. 

“The  overall  purpose  of  all  in- 
stitutes is  to  improve  quality  of 
science  instruction  in  secondary 
schools,”  says  Compton.  “Em- 
phasis will  be  put  on  learning 
the  content  of  science,  rather 
than  on  teaching  methods.” 

Sumer  Institute  in  Radiation 
Biology  for  High  School  Teach- 
ers, co-sponsored  by  the  AEC 
($19,395)  and  NSF  ($20,200), 
will  be  conducted  for  eight 
weeks  beginning  on  June  23, 
1959.  Compton  will  direct  this 
institute. 

Reed  Izatt  and  Compton  will 
co-direct  the  Institute  for  Junior 
High  School  General  Science 
Teachers.  The  six-week  course 
received  a $36,400  grant  from 
the  science  foundation.

But  the  thing  about  to  be 
sparked  into  furious  life  in  Nev- 
ada will  never  get  off  the 
ground.  It  was  not  designed  to 
fly,  as  its  name — KIWI-A — in- 
dicates. The  KIWI  is  a New  Zea- 
land bird  famous  mainly  for  the 
fact  that  it  cannot  fly. 

The  tests  starting  next  month 
will,  however,  mark  an  import- 
ant milestone  in  the  project 
known  as  rover  to  develop  nu- 
clear engines  for  rockets. 

KIWI-A  is  a fast  reactor 
designed  at  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission’s  Los  Alamos,  N.  M. 
laboratory  and  developed  to 
make  the  first  painstaking  ex- 
periments which  must  precede 
by  years  any  attempt  to  fly  a 
nuclear  rocket. 

Along  with  supporting  build- 
ings and  facilities,  KIWI-A  has 
been  set  up  at  a cost  of  more 
than  10  million  dolars  in  a 12 
by  40  mile  area  called  Jackass 
Flats  west  of  the  atomic  bomb 
proving  grounds.  The  reactor  it- 
self sits  on  a railroad  car  which 
can  be  moved  by  remote  control 
to  and  from  a reinforced  con- 
crete test  cell. 

The  whole  test  layout  covers 
many  acres  and  weighs  many 
thousands  of  tons.  It  bears  no 
more  resemblance  to  a flyable  ; 
rocket  than  does  nearby  Boulder  j 
Dam. 

And  in  developing  a nuclear  j 
rocket  “what  we’re  trying  to 
do,”  says  Col.  Jack  Armstrong,  j 
AEC  official  in  charge  of  Project  | 
Rover,  “is  comparable  to  packing 
Boulder  Dam  inside  an  office  | 
desk.” 

A nuclear  rocket  would  con- 
sist basically  of  a tank  con- 
taining an  atomic  reactor 
whose  beat  would  expel  a light 
gas,  presumably  hydrogen,  out 
the  bottom  end  at  great  speed 
to  provide  thrust.

smashed  a ’Poke  into  the  ground. 
On  one  occasion  after  Wayne 
Startin  booted  the  ball,  Jim 
Walden  signaled  for  a fair  catch 
to  prevent  being  cut  to  ribbons 
by  Dennis. 

Weldon  Jackson,  the  nation’s 
number  six  ground  gainer  going 
into  Saturday’s  game,  was  only 
able  to  play  during  the  first  half, 
as  he  was  injured  and  had  to  sit 
the  rest  of  the  game  out. 

BYU  drew  first  blood  in  the 
game  on  the  same  combination 
that  broke  up  the  BYU-Utali 
fracas  earlier  in  the  season. 
From  his  own  22  yard  line, 
Startin  fired  a pass  to  R.  K. 
Brown  on  the  40-yard  line, 
who  spun  around  and  raced 
60  yards  for  the  first  touch- 
down. 

The  pass  play  was  the  longest 
in  Cougar  history.  The  old  record 
was  set  in  1956  when  Carroll 
Johnston  flipped  to  Tom  Clark 
for  70  yards. 

But  the  big  guns  of  the  Cow- 
poke machinery,  slow  in  starting, 
opened  up.  The  man  behind  the 
artillery  was  signal-caller  Wal- 
den. The  flashy  sophomore  made 
the  Cat  defense  look  sick,  as  he 
out-passed,  out-ran  everything 
that  approached  him.  He  feigned, 
he  dodged  and  he  chalked  up  the 
yardage  for  Wyoming. 

The  game  was  comparatively 
free  of  penalties  as  each  team 
was  only  charged  with  three. 
BYU’s  sent  them  back  35  yards, 
whereas  Wyoming’s  cast  them  25. 

Gary  Dunn,  Cougar  quar- 
terback, notched  his  way  into 
the  spotlight  with  his  punting. 
The  big  sophomore  accounted 
for  most  of  BYU’s  344  punting 
yards. 

Wyoming  now  has  captured 
the  crown  four  times  in  modern 
history.  They  undoubtedly  will 
represent  Skyline  Conference  in 
a bowl  game,  possibly  the  Sun 
Bowl. 

Brigham  Young  fell  behind 
New  Mexico  who  finished  its 
loop  competition  last  week  with 
a guaranteed  second  place. 

In  summing  up  the  game,  head 
coach  Hal  Kopp  said,  “Wyoming 
has  a great  team  and  they  played 
a great  game  against  us.  We 
made  too  many  mistakes  and 
they  didn’t  make  any.  That  was 
it.”
